They have been able to show that 
muscle tissue develops about one- 
half calory per hour for every pound 
of tissue, whereas the liver develops 
twenty times* that much, 
and 
the 


other organs in the abdomen two to 
three times as much as the muscles. 


Now when you. remember the tre- 


mendous Kite ot the liver, >nd that 
at body rest It develops this much 
heat, you can see how important it 
Is from the heat standpoint. 


With twenty-five per cent of the 


blood always in the liver, and the 
ability ot the liver cells to create so 
much heat, you can likewise readily 
understand how the liver maintains 
or creates practically one-third of 
the animal heat of the body. 


In severe chills of shock from any 


cause, a hot water bag or hot bricks. 
properly protected, or electric pads 
applied about the body in the region 
of the llrer, is going to be very 
effective. 


I certainly teem to talk a lot 


about the liver, but the more we 
learn about it the more Important 
we And it to the welfare of the body. 
Vou will remember that a 
little 


bending exercise or deep breathing 
will help to massage the liver.
